MUNICIPAL WATER SUPPLY O. K. 
enrcttEMiST WARNS AGAINST 
USE OF OLD WELLS-CISTERNS 


• Numerous complaints of a slight 
discoloration and an earthy odor 
in the water from the city mains 
have been received by the water 
department, and the sanitary en- 
gineer engineer, G. M. Crook, en- 
gineer, said Thursday morning and 
the city officials are doing every- 
thing possible to alleviate the troub- 
le.The cause of ' the discoloration 
and odor, Mr. Cook stated, was due 
to the chemical action of the moss 
and vegetation on the bottom of 
the lake, aided in Its activity by 
the Intense heat1 of the' past few 
weeks which has warmed the wat- 
er of the lake to such an extent 
that the actions has been consid- 
erably increased.. 


Such upheaval 
and action is 


characteristic of lakes that have 
been used six years or longer, and 
form no reason for any alarm as 
there Is no danger in the action to 
public health and the disturbance 
will subside with a rain or change 
of weather. 


The city water Is absolutely bio- 


logically the same as H was before 
the upheaval or decomposition,, the 
daily tests of the water made by 
Mr. Cook showing that the action 
does not In any -way. affect the 


jre 
ing. 


quality of the water. All of the 
water flowing 
into the mains is 
first filtered and chlorinated befo 
it is turned into the pipes makl: 
it safe for all purposes. 
Special efforts are being made to 
stop the disturbance or hasten its 
end. The entire lake was treated 
Tuesday, the sanitary engineer an- 
nounced, and about five times the 
amount of alum Is now being used 
to take as much of the discolor- 
ation as possible from the water. 
The water from the lake Is being 
aerated in an effort to liven the 
waters which have been stagnated 
to a degree by 
the chemical ac- 
tion of the-decomposing vegetation. 


Reports that dead animals had 
been taken from the lake were de- 
nied by the engineer, who said that 
a constant' patrol was maintained 
at the lake to prevent such occur- 
ences. 


•Sanitary Engineer Crook also Is- 
sued an urgent .warning to the citi- 
zens to avoid any alarm and panic 
which might urge them to return 
to, the use of the old wells or cis- 
terns which have 
not been used 
since the fresh water was turned 
into the mains. The majority, of 
the water In the wells and cisterns 
Is likely to be polluted and unsafe 
for drinking;

DALLAS, Aug. 30. (AP) 


—Improvement in the condi- 
tion of growing 
lirops, a 


good wheat crop harvested 
and marketed at fair prices, 
cotton in fair to good shape 
in all sections except South 
Texas and in isolated locali- 
ties elsewhere, and a material 
change for the better in the live- 
stock Industry are noted in the 
monthly business review of 
the 
Federal Reserve bank of Dallas, 
dated Sept. 1 and issued today. 
The indicated vield of corn in the 
Eleventh Reserve District, which 
embraces Texas and carts of Louis- 
iana, -Arizona, Oklahoma and New 
Mexico, while-less than In 1927, Is 
substantially above the average 
production, says the report. .Most 
minor crops promise fair to good 
yields.

Thousands of British and Cana- 
dian veterans of the war will find 
their memories kindling as they con- 
front this Sunday school lesson, 
staged In old Salonlca, the Thesso- 
lonica of Paul's day. Vivid, colorful 
and eventful is life In this turbulent 
city on the Agean, the chief port of 
the Balkans. Although It Is now 
parts of Greece, It really Is of the 
Orient The mere sight of the name 
on a printed page brings to my nos- 
trils the fragrance of frying fish 
In the food bazars. 
Soldiers will never forget the 
malaria of the Salonicamarshes; or 
the frequent murderous attacks'by 
mysterious robbers upon British of- 
ficers, caught alone after nightfall; 
or the great fire of 1917, wherein the 
British troops of all ranks played 
the hero In rescuing the people and 
their property; or all the colorful 
commingling of East and West, and 
of the nations of the world, in this 
strategic spot The burnt district 4s 
being rebuilt; 
new Ameitoan col- 
lege is perched on the bluff above 
the city; and a beautiful refugee 
village, 
erected 
by 
American 
county, lies behind the old city wall. 
The mosques and minarets have all 
'been demolished by the Islam-hat- 
ing Greeks. 
A Place of Perpetual Romance 


But romance still makes her 
home in Salon'.ca, as she always 
has done, ever iince the city was 
established, in 315 B. C., and named 
; after the step-sister of Alexander 
the 
Great 
Today tempestuous 


Jugo-Slavla looks covetously at this 
aeaport, where she claims the right 
of exit; and Greek revolutionaries 
•till plot in this congenial center 
of conspiracy. It was here that the 
plans and leaders for the 1908 re- 
volution in Turkey, and the over- 
throw of Abdul Hamid, had their 
rise. 
In Paul's day, yeasty Thessalonl- 
ca, had a conony of Jews; and so 
it has today. Thereby hangs one 
of the most various tales of his- 
tory.; When Ferdinand and Isabel- 
la were persecuting the Jews of 
Spain, multitudes of them flocked 
to Salonica, to enjoy the tolerance 
of the Turk. Some timi later, in 
the sixteenth century, there arose 
In Smyrna a certain Jew, Sabatal 
Levi, who proclaimed himself to 
be the' Meslsah, 
and secured a 
great following, not only among 
the., Jews of 
Turkey, 
but also 


among the European Jews, who ral- 
lied to him In great numbers. Sa- 
batal's claims were colossal, and in- 
cluded temporal power. 


At length the Turkish authori- 
ties came to recognize him as a 
menace, and he was summoned to 
the presence of the Sultan, in Con- 
stantinople. There, riclng the im- 
perial archers with drawn bows, he 
was given the choice of death or 
recantation. 


He recanted ,and accepted Islam. 
But so great was the faith of Ba- 
batal's followers In him that they 
.too, outwardly became Mohamme- 
dans. They expected his return, and 
have .done so throughout the cen- 
turies since. In Salonica today, in 
addition to the eighty thousand or- 
thodox Jews, 
there are 
twenty! 


thousand of these persisting fol- 
lowers of a long dead leader; and 
they are called Dunmehs. 
They 


are not accepted by other Moslems, 
nor yet by Jews, and their religion 
la a 'mystery, hidden from 
the 


world at Jarge. But every night 
they send a man with a lantern 
along the quays of the city, to 
guide the Messiah to them, should 
he return. 
Tho City of Messianic Hope 


This curious belle! of the Dun- 
mehs, who are as virile as they are 
exclusive, recalls that It was In his 
Letters to the Thessollans — the 
first writing of Paul that has been 
preserved, and the earliest docu- 
ment In the New Testament — he 
dwelt upon the theme of the return 
of Jesus. The Thessalonlan con- 
verts of Paul certainly expected 
the Ix>rd to return within their 
life time. 
Although mobbed In Thessalonlca 


and driven out by a riot, Paul 
cherished a tender feeling for this 
church, as his two letters chow. 
His preaching made a deep impres- 
sion upon both Jews and Greeks. 
Including men and women of high- 
est social position. So powerful was 
the impression created that his foes 
paid him the memorable tribute, 
These who have turned the world 
upside down have come hither al- 
so." What a revolutionary force 
the Gospel has always been! 
Those Frlc .dly Christian* 


In the midst of the city-wide tur- 


moil created by the Christian mis- 
sionaries, we find 
their converts 


and friends rallying to them ef- 
fectively. Jason 
gave bond for 
Paul to the Thessalonian authorities; 
and the local Brotherhood sent him 
secretly and swiftly and safely on 
his way. There are no helpers like 
fellow church members. All of the 
organized philanthropies of earth 
can show no such total of fraternal 
ministry as marks the everyday 
care of the Christian church for 
her members. 


It was to the city of Berea that 
Paul was sent, a city which still 
bears the same name in Greek that 
It wore in the Apostle's day. This 
traveller counts Berea a green spot 
In memory. The motor ride from 
Salonica Is rough going, but the 
lovely vendure of the spot, and the 
many pleasant springs, and the 
charming view of the old Turkish 
nouses, and the friendly simplicity 
of the people, all are heart-warm- 
"?£ Berea Is the only o. 
of the

tional plte f Paul's preaching

000. 
The fund is managed on a 
strictly business basis, and affords 
th student a real business exper- 
ience In borrowing 
nd repaying 


money. The borrowers are requir- 
ed to (five satlsf. . >ry security and 
the rate of Interest ranges from 3 
per cent to S per oent, according to 
stipulations of the donor of tho 
funds. 


There Is no time limit regarding 
when thj money is to be paid back 
but Is Is usually the year following 
the loan. Students are asked to re- 
pay at the earliest possible date, 
so that other girls can benefit by 
the use of the money. 


The loan fund has been in opera- 


tion ten or twelve years, and dur- 
ing that time no money has bei i 
lost through failure of a girl to pay 
tier Indebtedness, according to Miss 
Humphries. The fund Is managed 
by a faculty committee composed 
of Miss Jessie Humphries, Asso- 
ciate Dean of the college, W. S 
Donoho, and Miss Mattle Lee Lacy. 
One of the funds—the C. I. A. stu- 
den1 Loan fund -consists of 
'trl- 


tmtions from the student loan sale, 
which Is held during the Thanks- 
giving season each year.

He insisted urgent steps should 


be taken to obtain definite results 
and avoid the risk of future wars 
An attempt to supervise produc- 
tion of armaments

calculated 


merely to mislead public opinion 
by holding forth false hopei of real 
disarmament, he asserted. 


Meanwhile, the United States and 


Canada are cooperu.lng iti an • '- 
fort to bring about the widest kind 
of publicity concerning manufac- 
ture of armaments.

ATTITUDE OF CONGRESS NEXT 
PROBLEM OF PEACE PACT; ALL 
CONDITIONS SEEM FAVORABLE 


WASHINGTON. AUK. 28.—What 


will the senate do is the question 
which interests Washinjtton, now 
that the Kellogg-Briand 
peace 
treaty has been signed. 
The answer to it as this time is 
that there appears to be no reason 
why the pact should not be rati- 
fied promptly, but this view 
is 


qualified by the admonition that 
many things can happen in inter- 
national and domestic affairs be- 
fore next winter 
to change the 
current outlook. ' • 
Fortified by an undeniable pub- 


lic will toward international pacts 
that will make armed conflict less 
likely and still absolve the United 
States from foreign entanglements, 
the administration 'is expected to 
put the full force of its prestige 
behind the treaty when it is pre- 
sented to the senate. The capital 
view is that there undoubtedly will 
be opposition from some quarters 
but, 
on the other hand, that the 
treaty will have many important 
friends. 
In the light of facts as they now

The electric chair is the most 
humane manner of executing crimi- 
nals, the warden said, and the sher- 
iff of a county in which a person 
is given the death penalty should 
throw the switch instead of one 
man being compelled by law to do 
all the executing.
